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Abromowitz  to  go  to  England 
in  Purdue  Exchange  Program

Jay  S.  Abromowitz  made  these 
about  his  up- 


travels  to  England 
September  of  1974.  He  will  teach 
Mechanical  Engineering  at  Trent 
Poly  Technic  in  Nottingham,  England 
(just  outside  of  Sherwood  Forest), 
while  the  professor  he  replaces  at 
Trent  will  come  to  Fort  Wayne  to  fill 
Dr  Abromowitz's  position. 

Abromowitz  and  his  family  will 
live  in  England  for  an  academic  year, 
and  his  English  replacement  will 
reside  in  Fort  Wayne  with  his  family 
for  the  same  time.  The  two  professors 
teach  essentially  the  same  courses, 
therefore  they  don't  foresee  any 
difficulties   in    filling    each    other's 

Abromowitz  intends  to  "hop  in  his 
(English  Professor's)  shoes,  and  live 
like  he  does."  He  noted,  "We  are 
planning  to  live  like  the  typical 
English  family.  It  will  be  a  great 
experience  for  the  14)  kids,  as  well  as 
for  my  wife  and  me.  Our  kids  will 
attent  English  schools  and  play  with 
the  English  kids  on  the  block." 

This  will  be  Abromowitz's  first 
trip  to  Europe,  and  he  regards  it  not 
only  as  a  great  opportunity  for  him, 
but  for  his  kids  as  well.  It  will  give 
them  the  opportunity  to  see  some  of 
the  world  early  in  life.  He  hopes  they 
will  also  have  some  time  to  travel 
around  the  European  continent.  He 
indicated  they  might  arrange  for  the 
rental  of  a  Vjlkswagon  bus  to  suit 
their  transportation  needs. 

"We  are  plan- 
ning to  live  like  the 
typical  English 
family.  It  will  be  a 
great  experience 
for  the  kids,  as  well 
as  for  my  wife  and 
me." 

Dr.  Abromowitz  is  also  very 
satisfied  with  the  program  in  the 
means  that  it  could  prove  very 
beneficial  to  the  engineering  division 
at  Indiana-Purdue.  He  acknowledged 
that  the  English  engineering  pro- 
grams were  ahead  of  Fort  Wayne's  in 
some  areas,  so  the  presence  of  a 
professor  that  has  worked  in  the 
English  program  should  be  a  great 
value  to  the  IU-PU  engineering 
program. 

Dr.  Abromowitz  added,  "We  are 
getting  some  new  equipment  that  they 
already  have  in  England.

Dr.  Abromowitz  will  attempt  to 
line  up  more  exchanges  while  he  is 
situated  in  England.  There  have  been 
about  thirty  other  Poly  Institutes  in 
England  that  have  already  expressed 
interest  in  participating  in  the 
Exchange  Program. 

The  Purdue  Exchange  Program 
is  in  its  preliminary  stages.  It  is 
intended  to  become  a  well  developed 
program  that  will  help  to  develop 
communication  between  all  relevant 
academic  and  administrative  levels 
of  Indiana-Purdue  and  other  institu- 


The  program  will  consist  of  a 
three-phase  structure  which  will  take 
several  years  to  become  fully 
developed.  Phase  1,  which  will  begin 
in  September  of  1974,  will  involve  the 
faculty.  Phase  2  will  consist  of 
bilateral  fureign  personnel  exchange 


Likewise,  a  geology  professor  from 
the  other  institution  will  be  exchanged 
for  a  geology  professor  from  IU-PU. 

The  opportunity  will  be  open  not 
only  to  faculty  members  with  national 
or  international  reputations.  All 
respected,  contributing  members  of 
the  academic  community  will  be 
eligible  to  participate  in  this  pro- 
gram. 

The  basic  criterion  for  selection  is 
the  content  specialty  of  the  faculty 
members  to  be  involved  (since  they 
will  replace  each  other).  Subject 
matter  competency,  teaching  skill, 
and  language  fluency  will  be  the  only 
requisites  as  far  as  faculty  qualifica- 

The  exchanged  faculty  will  be 
required  to  complete  a  host-country 
study  course  prior  to  leaving  their 
home  country.  The  exchange  assign- 
ment will  also  be  preceded  at  the  host 
institution  by  a  four-week  orientation 
period  devoted  to  orienting  the  faculty 
member  and  family  to  the  host 
country  and  institution,  establishing  a 
home  planning  and  preparing  cours- 
es, developing  collegial  relationships, 
and  establishing  contact   with    the

program  the  visitor  will  find  that 
Indiana-Purdue  represents  a  more 
typically  American  campus  than  does 
a  university  town  or  a  larger 
iiK'tropnlikin  area.

When  the  foreign  faculty  member 
arrives,  he  will  be  assisted  by  a 
colleague  from  his  own  discipline,  A 
host  family  from  the  community  will 
be  responsible  for  the  faculty  member 
while  he  is  at  the  institution.

Senate  members  voted  49-0  for 
passage  of  the  measure  which  Sen.  W. 
Wayne  Townsend,  D-Hartford  City, 
labeled  a  "motherhood  bill,"  so  called 
because  of  the  nature  of  the  bill  and  of 
the  native  constitutional  appeal  to  the 
pornography  i:

Apathy  again 


Webster  defines  the  word  "apathy"  as  "1.  Lack  of  emotion  or  feeling. 
2.  Lack  of  interest  in  things;  indifference." 

After  witnessing  the  miserable  turnout  of  students  at  the  Multiple 
Sclerosis  Marathon,  held  by  Circle  K  in  cooperation  with  the  Students' 
Government,  it  would  be  most  appropriate  to  include  in  Webster's 
definition  "the  student  body  at  Indiana-Purdue,  Fort  Wayne." 

The  Marathon  was  held  in  the  students"  own  building  on  campus,  that 
4M;  million  dollar  structure  north  of  the  Library  that  the  majority  of 
students  utilize  for  eating  purposes,  and  little  else. 

Hundreds  of  hours  of  preliminary  effort  by  members  of  Circle  K  and 
Students'  Government  were  spent  preparing  for  this  event.  Success 
hinged  on  how  generously  the  student  body  would  participate  in  fighting 
the  dreaded  Multiple  Sclerosis. 

Needless  to  say,  the  turnout  was  not  only  poor,  but  shameful.  The 
student  body  of  this  campus  demonstrated  by  their  complete  lack  of 
participation  jusl  how  little  they  believe  in  themselves,  their  university, 
and  most  importantly,  others  less  fortunate  than  themselves.

Veterans  services 


Urban  universities  tend  to  have  a  high  number  of  so-called  "adult" 
students,  such  as  housewives,  working  professionals,  and  ex-servicemen. 
Indiana-Purdue  is  no  exception.  , 

IU-PU  has  a  large  ex-GI  population,  numbering  in  the  vicinity  of  one 
thousand.  Many  of  these  students  are  in  school  via  the  GI  bill,  which 
financially  aids  veterans  who  want  to  go  to  college. 

Veterans  have  unique  problems  when  they  return  to  school.  One 
major  problem  is  dealing  with  the  federal  Veterans'  Administration,  a 
typical  federal  bureaucracy.  They  also  have  special  academic  problems 
that  require  a  special  kind  of  counseling. 

IU-PU  veterans  are  lucky,  however.  They  have  two  places  to  turn  for 
this  special  help  One  is  Xi  Gamma  Iota  (XGI)  Fraternity;  the  other  is 
the  IU-PU  Office  of  Veterans'  Affairs.^ 

XGI  Fraternity  offers  veterans  a  social  fellowship  that  the  older  men 
cannot  easily  find  in  those  Greek  and  other  organizations  that  are 
oriented  toward  the  younger  students.  In  addition,  the  fraternity  setting 
enables  the  men  to  share  common  problems  and  experiences. 

The  Office  of  Veterans'  Affairs  is  a  unit  of  Student  Services.  The 
office  assists  veterans  in  dealing  with  the  VA  and  other  governmental 
agencies  that  are  big  on  red  tape.  It  also  offers  the  counseling  and 
tutoring  services  that  are  sorely  needed. 

All  veterans  should  avail  themselves  of  these  two  services.  They  can 
make  a  difficult  college  experience  much  more  pleasant  and  rewarding. 


IU-PU  crime 


It  is  painfully  obvious  in  American  society  that  crime  is  increasing  at 
an  increasing  rate.  Every  survey  tends  to  substantiate  that  claim. 

Indiana-Purdue  is  experiencing  its  own  crime  wave.  The  last  couple 
of  weeks  have  produced  two  significant  arrests  on  campus. 

One  was  drug  related.  Three  non-students  were  apprehended  for 
possession  of  illegal  drugs  last  Friday  night  The  alleged  offenders,  who 
claimed  to  be  here  for  a  dance,  were  found  to  possess  both  heroin  and 
marijuana.  Incidentally,  one  of  the  suspects  was  rumored  to  be  a 
member  of  a  large  Fort  Wayne  heroin  ring. 

The  other  arrest  involved  a  student  and  book  theft.  The  student  was 
stealing  books  from  the  music  department  lounge  area  in  Neff  Hall  and 
then  selling  them  to  the  campus  bookstore.  The  student  has  been 
convicted  in  Superior  Court. 

There  have  also  been  numerous  cases  of  parking  lot  breakins,  stereo 
tape  thefts,  and  purse  snatchings. 

The  significance  of  these  incidents  is  that  the  crimes  are  becoming 
more  and  more  serious.  In  the  case  of  theft,  the  value  of  the  stolen  articles 
is  greater  now  than  it  has  been  before. 

Much  of  this  crime  can  be  attributed  to  carelessness  on  the  parts  of 
the  owners.  Drivers  leave  their  stereo  tapes  and  other  valuables  in  the 
open,  almost  as  if  they  are  tempting  would  be  thieves.  Purses  are  often 
seen  unattended  in  hallways,  lounge  areas,  and  restrooms. 

IU-PU  students  are  pretty  easy  marks  for  someone  who  is  looking  for 
a  lucrative  area  of  operations.  Let  us  hope  that  we  don't  attract  too  many 
such  operators.

FOOTNOTES:  A  CONGRESSIONAL  REPORT 


Issues  of  '74  Congress  previewed 


The  93rd  Congress  reconvened 
last  week  after  a  month  of  what  was 
for  me  a  busy  recess.  It  has  often 
occurred  to  me  that  Congressional 
recesses  are  just  as  important  as  the 
time  we  spend  here  in  Washington  in 
session  for  it  gives  us  an  opportunity 
to  visit  at  length  with  the  people  we 
represent  and  investigate  with  care 
the  programs  we  as  a  Congress 
authorize  and  fund. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  space  to 
preview  for  you  some  of  the  key  topics 
that  I  see  facing  the  1974  session  of 
Congress. 


Foremost  in  the  press  at  least  is 
the  issue  of  the  impeachment  of  the 
President.  The  House  Judiciary 
Committee  has  been  charged  with 
looking  into  this  most  serious  matter 
upon  the  recommendations  of  both 
Democrats  and  Republicans.  It  is  my 
hope  and  expectation  that  the 
Committee  will  proceed  with  the 
utmost  caution  in  this  matter  and  take 
steps  only  on  the  firmest  of  grounds. 

Energy  will  continue  to  be  a 
major  recipient  of  Congressional 
attention.  The  failure  of  the  House 
and  Senate  to  agree  on  an  Act  giving 
the  President  sweeping  powers  over 
energy  prior  to  adjournment  in 
December    was    due    to    incredibly 


Killers  act  first, 
think  later 


complicated  questions  such  as  appro- 
priate profit  levels  for  oil  companies. 
Continued  negotiations  on  this  meas- 
ure will  continue.  In  addition,  I  look 
for  a  major  Congressional  study  on 
how  the  energy  crisis  crept  up  on  us  so 
suddenly  -  why  we  weren't  better 
prepared. 

Congress  and  the  President  will 
continue  to  lock  horns,  it  appears, 
over  priorities  in  federal  spending. 
Sitting  as  a  member  of  the  House 
Appropriations  Committee,  the  first 
Congressional  Committee  to  consider 
the  President's  budget,  I  plan  to  very 
carefully  apply  my  priorities  as  a 
legislator  to  Mr.  Nixon's  proposals 
before  voting  for  the  expenditure  of 
federal  funds. 

Elementary  and  secondary  edu- 
cation will  be  an  imnortant  subject  in 
this  year  as  the  Elementary  and 
Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965 
comes  up  for  renewal.  This  means 
that  we  will  be  considering  changes  in 
our  school-aid  programs  to  educa- 


tionally deprived,  handicapped  and 
adult  students  as  well  as  a  number  of 
special  programs. 

President  Nixon  has  indicated  a 
desire  for  a  new  system  of  health 
insurance  in  the  Nation  and  I  am 
hopeful  that  his  leadership  in  this 
area  will  prove  to  be  the  catalyst  for 
broad  reforms  in  our  health  care 
1  delivery  systems  in  this  country^ 
Costs  have  become  too  high  and  care 
too  difficult  to  obtain  for  many,  many 
American  citizens  and  this  reprehen- 
sible situation  must  change. 

The  Senate  will  be  confronting  a 
major  piece  of  House-passed  legisla- 


dealing  with  foreign  nations  on  trade 
matters  and  strengthening  safe- 
guards for  American  workers  and 
employers  adversely  affected  by 
foreign  competition. 

Likewise,  the  House  will  have  tp 
come  to  grips  with  a  Senate-passed 
measure  reforming  private  pensions.

"If  society  really  wants  a 
deterrent  it  should  be  life  in  prison 
without  parole  but  with  one  excep- 
tion," she  said. 

"Behind  prison  walls  treatment 
should  be  going  on,  not  punishment.
